v»*»*,000 a year, The men nicked 
by President-elect Nixon from 
banking, law and the construc- 
tion industry have been doing 
a lot better than that. Most 
of the public officials and edu- 
cators he chose have been do- 
ing about as well, and only two 
of the appointees are likely to 
improve their financial status. 


Nixon himself reportedly drew 


an income of around $200,000 
a year as a senior partner in 
a New York law firm. That 
gives some kind of clue to the 
income of the incoming attor- 
ney general, John N. Mitchell, 
who was a senior partner in 
the same firm. 


The long-time Nixon friend 


and former attorney general is 
a member of another major law 
firm of New York and Wash- 
ington, serving wealthy corpor- 
ate clients.

tion of the total. NBC's was 60- 
niillion viewers and CBS' was 50 
million. But even with a 10-mil- 
lion difference, they are awe- 
some statistics. 


And, while on the subject of 


statistics, the program that re- 
cently drew the greatest amount 
of anger from the viewers-"Hei- 
di," which started its broadcast 
on schedule Nov. 17 at the ex- 
pense of the windup of the NBC 
pro football game—continues to 
justify itself. According to the 
authoritiative Nielsen ratings, 
the program was the most popu- 
lar special broadcast of the sea- 
son, and attracted almost half 
the viewing audience,

This is the 20th Century, and 


you'd think people would know 
better than to rob a bank. They 
do though, and worse, some 
manage to get away with it. 


The figure isn't, on the tip 


of the memory but Arkansas 
must rank high among states 
in bank robberies and bur- 
glaries. In November alone, 
there were two bank burglaries 
and one robbery :$12,000 from 
a Little Rock bank, and more 
have occurred since.

Financial A id 
to Students 
Is Proposed

WASHINGTON (AP) - A pro- 


posal tliat the federal govern- 
ment provide direct financial 
aid to students has drawn oppo- 
sition from an organization rep- 
resenting many of the nation's 
state universities and colleges. 


In a report issued in New 


York Thursday, the Carnegie 
Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion proposed that the federal 
government increase its spend- 
ing 
for 
education from 
its 


present annual level of $3.5 bil- 
lion to $13 billion by 1976, partly 
to provide direct aid to students 
through a loan bank. 


Officials of the National Asso- 


ciation of State Universities and 
Land Grant Colleges said the re- 
port was disappointing. Any in- 
creased federal spending for ed- 
ucation should go directly to the 
schools, who could then pass the 
benefits on to the students, they 
said. 


Russell I. Thackery, executive 


director 
of 
the association, 


which represents 100 public col- 
leges and universities, said his 
group is sympathetic to the re- 
port's hope for providing aid to 
disadvantaged students. 


But IK said the Carnegie plan 


ignores the institutions them- 
selves for the purpose of widen- 
ing educational opportunities for 
all qualified students. 


He said that increasing feder- 


al aid to the schools themselves 
would enable them to cut the 
costs for students. 


"That would mean that a vase 


majority of qualified students 
could go to college without the 
bureaucracy wliich will be es- 
sential to administer any pro- 
gram of direct financial assist- 
ance to students," Thackery de- 
clared. 


"If 
funds 
are 
cliannelled 


through individuals, there is a 
chance that many institutions 
wliich already are operating at 
substantial losses will be in- 
clined 
to raise costs and 


charges more rapidly," Thack- 
ery said. 


The reaction to the direct fed- 


eral aid proposal from other ed- 
ucators was uncertain. 


Norrnan Topping, president of 


the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, a private school, said "I 
think there's merit in the Idea 
., . But whether or not this (fi- 
nancial) 
burden 
should 
be 


placed on the federal govern- 
ment, or state and local govern- 
ment, I don't know." 


The president of another pri- 


vate school, Paul R. Anderson 
of Temple University, indicated 
te 
thought increased federal 


spending should be allocated be- 
tween the colleges and the stu- 
dents, but with the students get- 
ting the larger stare. 


The opposition to the Joan
